New Orleans. La., January IH. — Pedro and Tileiiig | 
fnriiislied tlie chief incident of tmlay's racing at 
tlie Fair Oroiinds. They were starters in the fea- 
ture ra«-e. a handicap at six furlongs, and finished 
in the alx»ve order after a spirited stretch drive in 
whi« h ImUIi indulged frtsdy in bumping each other. 
After the finish a big crowd congregated around the 
judges’ stand and clamored lustily for Pedro’s dis- 
(lualification. The din w’as heightened wiieii Tilelng'.s 
rider halged his claim. Inasmuch as both riders lir.d 
roughed it, with Sumter possibly most to blame, the 
judges proi»erly denied the claim and allowe<l the 
race* to stand as the horses finished. Tileing was 
favorite and his defeat saved the layers a big sum. 
as he was the best-backed of any starter during the 
afternofui. ■ 

The slaughter of favorites continued, an exception 
Ix ing the opening race w’on by L. A. Celia’s Arion- 
etie. This filly was back<Hl into favoritism and wmi 
like a good one. She was away fully in her stride 
in an outside position where the going was best, 
and, taking a long lead at once, held sway t’urongh-. 
^ont, winning eased up near the end from Pinion, 
w hich has recently had her name changed from Holy 
Mass. Cunning was a respectable third. 

Pickens’ riding of Tivolini, the favorite, in the 
fifth race came in for sharp criticism and w’as 
mainly responsible for Tivolini’s poor showing. 
l*ickcns kept his mount in a rear i>osilion for the 
first threc-iiuarters wdiile Delphie was in a long 
lead. On the stretch turn he made a hard effort 
to wear the leaders down and his mount responded 
in a game fashion, but failed by a small margin to 
finish in the money. After the finish the judges 
read the riot act to Pickens and warneil him against 
a rep<*tition of the same kind of a ride. 

Zipango. at o<lds-on, was easily beaten by Gran- 
ada. which was smartly ‘ supi>orted by a wise s<*t. 
tlranadu show’eil sudden imiirovement and cauteriMl 
home. 

Polar Star, at a long price, proved much the best, 
in the s^himuI race and had to he to win. as his 
saddle slipped when a furlong out and Brussel, his 
rider, barely held on. Hancock, al.so at a long 
price, ran a gooil race and was a lucky winner in 
file third race over the smhlenly improved Crafty. 

Jockeys Auhindion and Dryer were each sus- 
pended for six days by the starter for disobedience 
at the post. 

Fred Forsythe’s two-year-old by Ethellw'rt — Valora. 
nffer iMMiig worked three furlongs this morning at 
;i g»tod clip. dropiKMl dead wlien being pulled up.

.Sum Iloffheiiner, the steeplechaser, which was re- 
pponsihlc foi- jockeys McClirre and Pollack’s banish- 
nicur. has been fired and will probably not he a 
starter again this winter. 

Clarenee McDowell was again forced to absent 
binoa lf from the judges’ stand on account of ill- 
ness. William Shelly was presiding official for the 
day. M. J. Winn acting as a.ssciciate judge. 

Tislay’s arrivals included George C. Bennett, Dave 
Gideon and William J. Bissett. 

Horsemen in this. section place no credence in the 
mniors that the Ix>uisville Jockey Club will meet 
HJitagonisra in their effort to give a spring meeting 
at Ihe Falls City. Stake blanks to the different 
stakeff for that track w’cre distributed to horse- 
jiien this morning. 

Louis A. Celia, who arrived yesterday to attend 
the anua^ meetlngT of the Crescent City Jockey Club 
4lircttors, w'as at the track hioking the plant over. 
He Kt.iied that many improvements wcmld still have 
to l>e made, especially to the grandstand. The 
<*luh contemplates building a twenty-foot hoo<l to 
file striicture. wdiich will shelter the o<*cupants from 
rain and a glass covering will be put over the 
ofauiing in the center of the stand. An effort will 
also lie made to enclo.se the front of the stand in 
glass and install a steam plant to heat up the 
Kfruclure on cold days.

Frank R. Hitchcock has lost by death the young 
broiKlmare Frances 11., a four-year-old brown filly 
by Meddler — Black Venus, which Mr. HitehciK*k 
purchased from Harr.v Payne Whitney two years 
ago. Frances II. was bred last spring at Hamburg 
IMace to Yankee and named by Mr. Ilitcheoek for 
the Futurity, Brighton, Matron and other ^pro- 
duce stakes of 1910. 

Arabo and The Cure are the latest acquisitions 
of the New York Breeding Bureau, bringing the 
num.Kn* of stallions which will do stud duty up state 
next year to fifty-one. Arabo has been ship(>ed from 
New’ Orleans on the steamship Momus, w’hich is 
line to arrive here in a da.v or two.

Splendid Revenue Annually Produced for the Sup- 
port of Agriculture. 

It is no wonder the farmers of New York are 
opposed to the repeal of the Percy-Gray law*. In 
an effort to placate them and secure the support 
of their representatives in tlie legislature for 
Governor Hughes’ (‘ampaign to secure the repeal of 
that law. Senator Agnew has introilnced a hill 
appropriating $2tt0.000 for distribution in aid of 
<*ounty and town fairs of New York. This is to take 
the place of the revenue now ilerived for that pur- 
pose from racing. But that sum is nearly $.50,000 
.short of the amount paid by the tracks for BH)7, 
and the latter is sure to continne and increase, 
while there is no certainty that .snc<*ess!ve legisla- 
tures would <*onlinue to make .appropriations for 
fairs equivalent to the great amounts now annually 
received from the racing tax. Of that tax, its 
product, uses and benefits the report to the state 
(Hwnptroller of John S. Shea, supervisor of racing 
aceimiits of New York state, presents some striking 
figures. In part it sjiys: 

“Tliis moii(*y comes from the special tax of five 
l»er cent, which is levied upon the gross re- 
ceipts of all racing associations ludding licenses 
under Ihe I*erey-Gray law. Last season this tax 
amounteil to the unprecedented sum of .$240,420.16, 
or $-10. .375,45 greater than it was in 1906, which, 
up to that time, was the year eontrihuting the larg- 
est annual sum to the eneonragement of agriculture 
in that state. 

“ Figures tal^en from the annual reports of the 
state comptroller are. in themselves, the most 
striking epitome of tiie history of racing in New 
Ynrk, its popularity and the l>enefits which inci- 
dentally come from it. At the present tinae the 
only source of revenue which the associations have 
are the gate money and the cafe privilege, so that 
their revenues represent with unerring accuracy 
the measure of the public patronage. Increasing 
receipts mean increased attendance and it is not to 
be assumed that the public extends its support and 
conntenanc*e to that which it does not approve. 

“The following tax table, the figures in which 
are official, illustrates the growth of New York 
state racing since 1895, the year of the passage of 
the present law:

“This sum so paid by tlie racing associations goes 
to the county and town fairs and is used exclu- 
sively as premiums for excellence in agricultural 
and mi>chauieal prcnliicts. Not a farthing of it is 
spent in speed premiums or balloon ascensions or 
an.v similar attractions. Every dollar goes to the 
farmer in prizes for the best corn or other cereal, 
the choicest dairy products, the finest butter and 
such like products of the farm or of the ingenuity 
of the farmer in having Constructed some useful 
article of value to him in his calling. The tax was 
designed as an enemiragement to agriculture and 
that idea has been and will be adhered to rigidly. 

“In another way It is .s.-ifeguarded, too, so that it 
may attain its purpose. It is allotted by the state 
comptroller under the direction of the legislature 
to each regularly constituted fair in exact pro|M>i*- 
tion to the sums offered by these fairs as premiums 
for three years preceding the allotment. It will 
thus be seen that no fake fair nor anything mas- 
querading under the guise of an institute can pos- 
sibly be a participant. 

“Not only does this tax which comes directly 
from racing lu?lp most materially to pay the pre- 
mium list, but the manner of its allotment is an in- 
centive to each separate fair management to enlarge 
its scope, and along the right lines, too, because the 
larger tlie premium list the more they receive the 
succeeding year. There are at pfesent fifty-nine 
fairs which are the beneficiaries of the tax — some 
of them receiving as much as $4,000 and all getting 
in proport kwi to what they give. These fairs are 
scattered all over the Empire State. New York 
County .md Kings County being practically the only 
two that liave no such organizations. 

“Tlie tax has iwaetically relieved New York for 
the past half-dozen years of any levy for the sup- 
ix>rt of these institutions which so greatly benefit the 
farmer. Alwiit the only appropriation now for the 
management of agriculture that Is necessary is the 
trifling cost of the state department. It is a tax 
which the racing associations pay cheerfully and loy- 
ally and which the farmer appreciates, for he no 
longer has to worry about what any legislature will 
do or what paring might happen an appropriation in 
a year when some record-breaking party might want 
to go to the people w’lth a low tax rate. 

“For 1907 the tax amounted to $246,429.16, and, 
as illustrating the continued growth of the sport 
in popularity, a comparison with 1906, the next 
most successful year, is interesting. It follows:

It was 
the hardest of racing luck only that deprived him 
of a win instead of a st*eond on Banposal in the 
fourth.

The weather was of the worst descript ic«i and the 
attendance simiewhat 1k*1ow the average. Tlie bet- 
ting, however, was very lieavy and the thirty-eight 
layers had all they could do to handle the ring 
business.

NEW SALES COMPANY APPEARS IN FIELD. 

Will Sell Thoroughbreds Annually — Searching for 
Cavalry Horses for France. 

Lexington. Ky.. January 13. — Tlip Kentucky Sales 
Company of this city and the Tiehenor-Grand Com- 
pany of New’ York, toilay effected a combination 
for the purpose of selling thoroughhrc'ds in New’ 
York City. The Tiehenor-Grand Company controls 
the building at Broadw’ay and 61st Street and it Is 
there that the sales w’ill be held. The agreement 
covers only the sale of thoroughbreds in New York. 
City. The transactions of^each company elsewhere 
will he separate and distinct,, the s;ime as now’. 
The name under which tlie combination is to o{ier- 
ate is yet to Ik? chosen. This deal means that the 
Fasig-Tiplon Company, which has enjoyed practi- 
cally all of the thoroughbred business in New York 
for several years, is to have stronger opposition 
than at any time since the passing of the Ameri- 
can Horse Exchange Company of Wellsville, N. Y. 

William Duke, of* the firm of Du^e & Wishard, 
now’ connected with the French establishment of 
W’illiara K. Vanderbilt, is here in company of H, 
Blum, of Paris (no relation of L. Blum, the Mexi- 
can buyer), with the idea of getting together three 
or four A-arloads of thoroughbred mares and geldings 
to be sent to France for cavalry use. Such horses 
are sc-arce in this .section just now and they will 
have to travel much to pick iip w’hat is wanted. 
They spent a portion of the morning with Edward 
Corrigan at his farm, but bought nothing there. 
Mr. Corri.gan had only two mares that he cared to 
dispose of. They met the requirements of Mr. 
Blum, hut they could uot agree as to prices. Mr. . 
Corrig.ui left here tonight for New Orleans via 
Cineimiati, after spending Sunday and toiiay at the 
farm. He found all of his horses in good health 
and condition, though he was unfortunate in having 
two mares slip their foals last week. 

As yet there are no foals at the farm. Two or 
three are due within the next ten days. Corrigan 
says the racing situation in New Orleans is satl.s- 
factory and that the attendance is improving stead- 
ily. In discussing the report of the State Racing 
Commission to the Kentucky legislature, Mr. Corri- 
gan said: 

“The recommendation for prohibitory measures In 
the matter of the operation of poolrooms is timely 
and well advised. Where in times past we were 
w<mt to regard the poolroom as educational and a 
benefit to the sport, we know now that It is a 
menace to the turf and an evil that must he 
stampt?d out. I would be glad if there was not a 
potilroom in the world and 1 am ready to aid in 
the war against them.”
